Despite many experts believ- 
ing that Canada is breathing 
down the neck of the next 
Great Depression, some offi- 
cials disagree. 

Bill Robson, chief executive 
officer of C.D. Howe Institute, 
was reported in The Record on 
Oct. 17 as saying that Canada
